An alarming fire broke out on the night of 3rd 
inst, in Queen's Road West. The first sign of 
the conflagration was noticed on the ground 
floor of 255, Queen’s Road. West. Before the 
flames had got a very serious h- ld the Fire 
Brigade, under Mr. P. P. J. Wodehouse and 
Mr. H. G. Baker were on the spot, but: they 
found themselves in the unfortunate position of 


‘having to stand by for about half an hour before 


the water was turned on. Meanwhile the con- 
flagration spread east and west to the honses on 


either side—Nos, 267, 269, 281, and 283. 


“When the mains at last gave up their supply, 
thero was a plentiful output of water thrown 


upon the burning buildings and the Brigade’ 


were enabled tc keep the conflagration from 
spreading to the adjoining dwellings. But 
despite the efforts of the Brigade the house in 
which the fire originated and the four houses 
on each side of it were burned to the ground 
and the damage is estimated at something like 
$20,000. at ‘| 

It may be meutioned tliat the fire bell rang 
at 2.55 o.m. .‘Lhe name of the proprietor of the 
ground floor where the fire started is +hnn 
Hang. Last May a fire occurred in tho 
same place. The. ground floor on which 
the present fire occurred was used as a 
medicine shop and kerosene store; the namo of 
the p oprietor is Wu Fai ‘Ping and hit 
pe were insured with tke Hip On 
Insurance Company for $3,000. 

1t is supposed that the fire originated at the 
back of the shop. Owing to the scarcity of 
water the flames spread with alarmiog velocity 
and while the Fire Brigade -were looking and. 
wailing for water the two houses on both sides 
of the tenement in which the flames started 
became ignited. : ees 

When once the Brigade got a supply of 
water they were not long in subduing the fire, 
which never spread beyond the bounds that it 
had been confined to whi'e the Brigade stcod 
by. The people ‘resident above the flat where. 
the fire started had narrow escapes, as they knew
